$1,000,000 Will Be Spent 
in Macon.

President Hanson Announces 
Purchase in New York of 
5,000 Tons .of Steel Rails, 
Representing an Outlay of 
$150,000. 


Major J. F. Hanson, president of 
the Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany, the formal announcement of 
whose sale to the Illinois Central was 
made in New York city on Wednes- 
day, returned to his offices in the Can- 
dier building on yesterday, where he 
announced that while in New York 
6,000 tons of steel rails, representing 
an outlay of $150,000, were purchased 
for the Central and it was decided 
to go ahead with the ccnstruction of 
additional machine shops at Macon, at 
a cost of $1,000,000, in addition to the 
three-quarters of a million dollars al- 
ready invested there in shops. 

The new supply of rails purchased is 
for renewals in the present trackage 
of the road. 

With the construction of the new 
machine shops, bids for whose struc- 
tural steel will be asked this week, 
the Central will be equipped with pos- 
sibly the best machine shops of any 
southern system of railroads. 

Under Same Management. 

The management of the road and 
its operation is to be continued as it 
has been in the past, and no improve- 
ments are to be made on the system 
until the new survey is complete and 
the road is placed upon a plane where 
it will earn sufficient interest to pay 
the dividends on bonds, which will 
have to be issued to pay for any con- 
templated improvements. 

In the purchase of the Central by 
the Illinois Central the policy as sug- 
gested by Major Hanson has been car- 
ried out in its entirety, as it was he, 
who, several years ago, recommended 
the sale of the Central to this road, 
but was prevented in doing so then, on 
account of the objection put forward 
by the Southern interests. 

He pointed out that it was the logi- 
cal thing to do, which would mean 
more to the road and the public at 
large to have this consummation car- 
ried into execution, and, too, there were 
no jlegal objections why this sale could 
not be made, 

“There is nothing to add to the state- 
ment sent out from New York in re- 
gard to the sale of the Central to the 
Illlindis Central,” said Major Hanson. 
“That statement set forth the facts, 
with the exception of the published 
statement that Presiden Harahan 
would go to Chicago to effect the phys- 
ical .transfer of the property. That 
statement, on the face of it, was iIn- 
correct, as the only place the physical 
transfer could be consummated would 
be in Atlanta. Mr. Harahan has gone 
to Chicago, but when he will come 
south, © don’t know.

Washington, June 19.—In view of 
the declination of Bishop Candler, of 
Georgia, to act as arbitrator in the 
strike of the Georgia railroad firemen, 
the arbitrators today agreed upon 
David C. Barrow, chancellor of the 
University of Georgia, as the third ar- 
bitrator. 

The time for the appointment of the 
third arbitrator expired last night at 
midnight. The appointment of Bishop 
Candler by the arbitrators was de- 
clined. By the strict construction of 
the law the appointment of the third 
arbitrator reverted to the board of 
mediation, consisting “of Chairman 
Martin A. Knapp, of the interstate 
commerce commission, and Dr. Charles 
P. Neill, commissioner of labor. How- 
ever, at a conference of the arbitrators 
today—Hon. Hilary A. Herbert and 
Representative Hardwick, of Georgia— 
it was decided to tender the appoint- 
ment to Professor Barrow. This was 
agreed to by the board of mediation. 
Assurances had been received that 
Professor Barrow would accept the ap- 
pointment. 

It is likely that the first full session 
of the board of arbitration will be 
held in Atlanta the early part of next 
week. Under the law the arbitration 
of the controversy must be concluded 
within thirty days from the date of 
the appointment of the third arbitra- 


tor.

Tirey L. Ford, general counsel for 
the United Railroads, was also impli- 
cated by the indietments and was 
tried three times. Ib the first instance 
a disagreement resulted, and in two 
subsequent trials, Ford was acquitted. 

Ruef’s trial upon one of the so-call- 
trolley indictments began August 
1908. There was an interrupt’n 
of several days subsequent te Novem- 
ber 13, when Francis J. Heney was 
shot down in the court room by an ex- 
convict, who -afterwards committed 
suicide in the county jail. Three vol- 
unteer prosecutors then took up the 
case, and on December 10, 1908, a jury 
returned a verdict of guilty. On De- 
cember 29 Ruef was sentenced to four- 
teen years in San Quentin penitentiary 
and since then has been confined in 
the county jail, awaiting action on an 
appeal.

It 
was affirmed by the prosecution that 
Ruef and Schmitz divided the balance 
cf the fund, about $115,000. 

The’ specific indictment upon which 
Calhoun was tried was ¢he offer of a 
bribe of $4,000 to Supervisor Fred P. 
Nicholas to influence his action upon 
the trolley permit. Nicholas admitted 
acceptance of the money for that pi}- 
pose. 

Sinee the trial began many new is- 
sues, more or less important, have 
been presented for the jury's consid- 
eration. 

In March, when the trial was nearly 
two months old, warrants were issued 
for the arrest of several men charged 
with stealing documents from the 
office of William J. Burns, special 
agent of the district attorney's office. 
The list of defendants, headed by M. 
M. Abbott and Luther G. Brown, in- 
cluded Rex Hamlin, secgetary to Burns, 
and three other of Burns’ assistants, 
who confessed that they had given 
private reports, letters and telegrams 
to John H. Helms and the agents of 
the United Railroads. 

Cajhoun’s Office Raided. 

On Saturday and Sunday, March 26 
and 27, the offices of Abbott, Brown, 
Calhoun and Mullaly were raided by 
the police upon a search warrant se- 
cured by Burns, who professed to have 
information that the men named were 
in posséssion of his stolen papers. 
Safes and desks were forcibly opened 
in the presence of protesting attorneys 
and officials, and 2,000 documents were 
seized and delivered into the custody 
of the police judge who granted the 
wartant. Before the raiders had com- 
pleted their task attorneys for the 
United Railroads secured an injunction 
forbidding further search. 

Another order was secured to forbid 
the police judge opening the sealed 
packages, and after days of argument, 
Supérior Judge F. J. Murasky took 
under advisement an application for 
an order adjudging Assistant District 
Attorney E. J. Heney and two detec- 
tives, who participated in the . raids, 
guilty of contempt of court.

WO REDUCED RATES 
ON GREEN COFFE

Railroad Commission Is 
Again Against “Port 
= Rates.” 


Chairman McLendon, in a _  deoision 
handed down yesterday for the rail- 
road commission, decides against 
granting the reduced rates prayed for 
on coffee shipments from Savannah 
and Brunswick to Atlanta. He said a 
rate of 15 cents a hundred pounds on 
coffee from Savannah to Atlanta 
would be “superlatively unfair.’’ 

Chairman McLendon also announces 
that he asstimés the responsibility for 
casting the deciding vote in both the 
special iron and coffee cases, which 
defeated the granting vf port: rates. 

In discussing the coffee case, Chair- 
man McLendon adverts to the fact 
that most-of:the coffee reaching this 
territory comes from the states of 
Rio and Sao Paulo, in Brazil. He said 
the rate on this ooffee from the port 
of Santos to New York was 26% cents 
and from New York to Atlanta 56 
cents, making a total cost of 82% cents 
per 100 pounds. «He said that in the 
year 1908 a total of 1,782;600 bags of 
coffee entered the port of New Or- 
leans. ‘ 

Comparison With Other Rates. 

Continuing, the opinion says. 

“The rates on green coffee, carloads, 
from Savannah to Atlanta, 294 milea, 
is 35 cents; from Charleston, S. C., to 
Spartanburg, S. C., 223 miles, is 28% 
cents; from Jacksonville, Fla., to Pun- 
to Gorda, Fia., 283 miles, it is 51 cents; 
to Tampa, Fla., 212 miles, it is 27 
cents; to Tallahassee, Fla., 165 miles, 
it is 37 cents; from Wilmington, N. C., 
to Newton, N. C., 235 miles, it is 33 
cents; to Rutherfordton N. C. 267 
miles, it is 26 cents; from Mobile, Aia., 
Columbus Miss., 284 miles it ig -. 40 
cents; to Opelika, Ala., 246 miles, it ts 
43 cents; from New Orleans, La., to 
Columbus,* Miss., 254 miles, it is 40 
cents; to West Point, Miss., 294 miles, 
it is 40 cents per 100 pounds, and 
sO on. 

“Finding this general rate situation 
from the ports in other states adjacent 
to the state of Georgia, and whose 
markets might be supplied from At- 
lanta under exceptionally favorable 
conditions, the coffee dealers in Atlanta 
found an ancient and unused rate of 
li cents per 100 pounds,-from Savan- 
nah, Ga., to Nashville, Tenn. The rec- 
ord shows that this rate was put in 
scme 15 years ago, and in the hope of 
buliding up a coffee trade through the 
port vf Savannah, but it also shows 
that not a pound of coffee has moved 
under that i7-cent rate, and the col- 
lector of the port of Savannah, under 
the date of May 18, 1909, advised the 
cecmmissf6n that no coffee has been 
imported at that port for many years. 
With this general situation existing, 
the Atlanta coffee dealers ask the 
commission to put in a 15-cent rate on 
coffee from Savannah to Atlanta, and 
hold out the promise that they will 
encofrage the direct importation of 
coffeesthrough Savannah. If coffee could 
be rried from Brazilian parts to 
Savannah at 26% cents per 100 pounds, 
and from Savannah to Atlanta at the 
current rate of 35 cents per 100 
pounds, this would give Atlanta a rate 
of 61% cents per 100 pounds, or 20 
cents per 100 pounds lower than the 
combination on New York. 


Distructs Prediction. 


“In view of the present invitation 
to business to come through the port 
of Savannah, and in view of the fact 
that it does not come that way, I 
do not place much reliability upon 
the promise of the Atlanta coffee 
dealers to establish direct through 
movements between Savannah and 
Brazil in the matter of coffee. 

To give Atlanta a rate of 15 cents 
per 100 pounds on green coffee from 
Savannah to Atlanta, would be super- 
latively unfair. unless a correspond- 
ing reduction was, made to every 
other point in Georgia. 

“As in the case -of special iron, the 
responsibility of casting the deciding 
vote falling on me, I, without’ the 
slightest hesitation, voled against a 
16-cent rate to Atlanta. 

“No proof whatever was offered of 
the wnreasonabileness of the rates on 
-elther special iron or coffee from 8Sa- 
vanneh to Atianta. Some figures were 
submitted comparing soap, brick, hay; 
etc., with thie rates on special iron. As 
these articles do not come into com- 
petition ‘with coffee or with special] 
rs comparisons are utterly Vai- 
ueless.” )

capturing one of the very greatest 
young men in ail the empire of Texas. 
He.is Charles W. Daniel, the stalwart 
and beloved young pastor of the First 
Fort Worth, wh 
comes to the throne of the ‘Old First, 
Atlanta,, recently abdicated by the 
learned, luminous, loving and lovable 
Landrum, who left us so lonesome by 
his leaving f6r Louisville. But Daniel 
is a worthy successor indeed. Young, 
brilliant, energetic and notably and 
truly consecrated, he is every inch 
able to come to the leadership of one 
of the most: loyal, royal, influential 
churches in the gouth or America. 
When the writer knew Charles W. 
Daniel first he.was.the treasured boy- 
pastor in Texarkana, fresh from his 
native Arkansaw and stirring with 
the wholesome ideals of his alma 
mater, Union University, in Tennes- 
see. The sermon he preached one Oc- 
tober Sunday, back in 1897, is yet call- 
ing with trumpet tones to the heart 
of him whd sat that morning ‘a 
stranger within the gates.’ In helping 
to pack the lécture Nouse next night 
his fellowship was royal. Since then, 
in the beauty of his home life in Fort 
Worth, where his ideal ‘preacher's 
wife’ and little ‘home jewels’ are his 
joy and crewn, and as a recogni:§d 
leader in the religious and civic life 
of that great western metropolis, we 
have seen this vigorous, victorious 
young man fulfilling Goldsmith's 
dream of the ‘Village Preacher,’ ‘ur- 
ing to brighter worlds and leading the 
way...’ 

“During the shocking, tragic, ‘aw- 
ful* prohibition campaign in Fort 
Worth three years ago--a campaign 
so fraught with mistakes in the 
launching that only about 700 votes 
were recorded in Fort Worth against 
the saloon—a time when deacons, 
stewards and elders went scurrying to 
cover to avoid the disfavor of the 
‘thusiness(?) men,’ Charles Daniel suc- 
ceeded by his wisdom and bravery tin 
so rallying his congregation that well- 
nigh an unbroken board of deacons, as 
well as the entire male 


membership, 


stood by him like. the ‘Old Guard’ 
around Napoleon, in that never-to-be- 
fargotten fight. 

“And right in the midst of the cam- 
pelgn, when the pew of Fort Worth 

s unjustly discounting the pulpit in 
such general bitterness of spirit, Dan- 
ie}- preached the old-fashioned gospel 
with such tenderness and power that 
a marvelous offering for missions 
broke out upon them amounting to 
nearly three thousand dollars—a ‘tri- 
umph for religion and the dual leader- 
ship of the ministry that startled the 
town and was the talk of the state. 

“And then when the campaign for 
‘submission’ was on last year this fear- 
‘ess pastor of ‘the first church of the 
city’ didn’t do a théng but mount an 
express wagon, a two-horse dray or a 
tallyho—whatever the situation called 
for—and speak to the crowds on the 
street in a wicked city where nearly 
three hundred saloons flourish like 
et hat centers on the highways to 
hell. e can hear one of his sturdy 
deacons, G. H. Connell, a former cat- 
tle king, but then and now a faith- 
ful man of God, saying of Daniel's 
speech on the street one night: ‘T tell 
you no man in the United States senate 
could have surpassed the speech of 
Charles Daniel last night. For power- 
ful, logical argument I never heard 
its equal. It was the speech of a 
Christian statesman indeed.’ 

“This gives an idea of the kind of 
man Georgia has captured from Texas, 
Whether Charles W. Daniel has ever 
received that empty title of ‘D.D.’ we 
do not know or care. We note that 
the daily papers, that seem to feel 
they must call every preacher ‘Doc- 
tor.’ have done the same to him, but 
like George Truett, Henson, Moody, 
Spurgeon and other men of real great- 
ness, he does not care for the gewsaws 
and glamour of the ‘D.D.”’ devilment.

ing hall to be used by the farmers at- 
tending the institute. 

Some of the most experienced and 
well-known planters of the state will 
give instruction at the institute. Hon. 
J. Pope Brown, state treasurer, and 
one of the largést planters in the 
state, will deliver two lectures on ‘‘The 
Tenant and the Renting System of 
Georgia.” Dr. C. A. Cary, state vet- 
erfinarian and director of farmers’ i[n- 
stitutes for the state of Alabama, will 
deliver two lectures on “The Care and 
Treatment of Farm Animals.” N. 0. 
Nelson, who is doing great work along 
the line of cooperative creameries in 
this state, will address the institute. 

Negro farmers of Georgia are to be 
congratulated upon having such men 
to instruct them in better methods of 
farming. 

Professor Parks, director of agricul- 
ture at Clark university, feels much 
encouraged over having secured the 
services of Hon. J. Pope Brown and 
Dr. Cary, of Alabam for the iInsti- 
tute work. He feels Yhat these men 
will give great inspiration to the ne- 
gro farmers of Georgia, as well as 
bring about a better feeling between 
the races. By strict busine@s methods 
and the proper correlation of educa- 
tional principles, it is possible to en- 
dow & school out of the natuml re- 
sources of Georgia’s soil. This is 
being worked on the farm at Clark 
university. 

Bishop Walden, president of the 
board of trustees of Clark university, 
in commenting upon farm deficit, does 
not want the line between farm and 
university too sharply drawn. He Says 
the farm is a department of the unlf- 
versity. The deficit upon the farm 
Should be treated the same as a defi- 
cit in the mathematics department, 
It is so much money spent in the Im- 
provement of men and women.

“These students picked eleven bales 
of cotton, cut 100 cords or wood, dug 
800 rods of bottom land ditches and 
took care of a herd of 
milch cows. And up to date have 
prepared the 
acres of cotton, thirty cares of corn, 
twelve acres of sweet potatoes and ten 
acres of truck. In fact, they 
done practically all of the work of the 
department. While the work 
done as efficiently as we desire, 
feel encouraged by reason of the 
sults attained.”’

place. The lands in these valleys and 
along these rivers make a bale of cot- 
ton to the acre and as much as fifty 
bushels of corn to the acre. 

But as I have indicated, the people 
of Toccoa live on the good old prin- 
ciple that man shall not live on bread 
alone—they have not been content to 
depend wholly on the farmer who fur- 
nishes the bread. The town’s two cot- 
ton mills have over two hundred and 
fifty employes, who give the merchant 
a part of his trade and enables him 
to get some more bread.

Athens, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)— 
The university commencement being 
over, Athens is now preparing for the 
university summer school, which wil! 
open its session on Monday, June 25, 
and will close on Friday, July 320. In 
those five weeks the able faculty will 
give the teachers attending as valu- 
able a course of instructions as is af- 
forded anywhere in the south. The 
railroads have been very liberal with 
the school management this year, and 
the round trip rates secured are about 
3% cents per mile. 

For the entertainment of the teach- 
ers who may attend there will be lec- 
tures, receptions, open air concerts and 
a trip to Tallulah Falls. Great inter- 
est is being manifested in the ap- 
proach session. Several counties have 
decided to pay the way of their teach- 
ers to Athens and back, and some 
counties will even pay all the expenses 
in order that the teachers may get the 
advantage of the training here re- 
ceived. The indications point to an at- 
tendance of fully 600, which would be 
a neat increase over the attendance 
last year. 

Opening Day. 

Interesting exercises for the opening 
have been planned. Addresses will be 
made by Chancellor Barrow, represent- 
ing the university: President Parks, 
of Milledgeville Normal anc Industrial 
school; Dr. W. F. Melton, of Emory 
college; Dr. Millard A. Jenkens, of the 
Athens Baptist church; Dean Charlee 
M. Snelling, of the university. Profes- 
sor T. J. Woofter, superintendent of 
the summmer school, will also speak 
on the opening night. A. I. Ruby has 
in charge the music for the opening ex- 
ercises. 

Some changes have been made in 
the faculty within the past few days. 
The death of Miss Arabella Mazyck, of 
Hancock county, caused a vacancy in 
the faculty. Miss Mamie G. Griggs, 
of Atlanta, has been secured to teach 
drawing, and Miss Annie Linton, of 
Athens, will teach handicrafts, these 
being the two departments that were 
to’ have been filled by Miss Mazyck.

MAY BE BROUGHT BACK TO LIFE 


New York. June !19.—Forty-five per- 
sons who have died recently form the 
basis of a most remarkable report on 
bringing the deag back to life, accord- 
ing to The Medical Record. Of the 
forty-five cases treated under the new 
theory of manipulating the heart by 
the hand, seventeen patients were re- 
suscitated, nine with complete recov- 
ery. The remaining eight died after a 
short time. Forty of the cases treated 
are said to have been due to the 
anaesthetic administered. The report 
says that in each Instance immediately 
after death ensued, or not more than 
five minutes afterwards, the chest was 


fopened and the heart was given a di- 
rect application of manual massage. 
“After the chest cavity has been 
opened, the hand is forced in and the 
heart is grasped, ang pushing toward 
the anterior thoracic walls,” according 
to The Medical Record, “and the ven- 
tricles are squeezed rhythmically at 
about normal beats. Sometimes fifteen 
minutes elapse before any response is 
obtained. During all the time assist- 
ants should be busy with artificial 
respiration. saline and adrenalin in-

The enrollment for 1908-9 was 17,899, 
making an increse of 1,91! in the two 
years. The number of regular. teach- 
ers, white and colored, in the year 
1906-7 was 325. The present number 
of regular, teachers is 39!, with a di- 
rector and assistant director for each 
department of music, physical culture 
and drawing, and one medical inspec- 
tor and three nurses in the 4epartment 
of physical examination. The number 
of schools, white and colored, in 
1906-7 was thirty. At present the 
number is forty, making an Increase 
of ten. There are eighteén white and 
six negro supernumeraries. 

The city is doing a valuable work 
among the factory children at Glenn 
Street school, the Settlement Home 
Night school, and the Woollen Mills 
school, about 330 pupils having been 
enrolled in these schools during the 
past term. 

The public schools of Atlanta have 
made distinct progress and have in- 
creased their efficiency in a marked 
degree in the last two years. Upon the 
recommendation of Superintendent 
Wiliam M. Slaton, the Normal schoo! 
department was added to the public 
schools of the city by the unanimous 
vote of the board of education. The 
department was established in the sum- 
mer of 1908, and the first class gradu- 
ated in the summer of 1909, number- 
ing eleven, nine of whom become reg- 
ular teachers for the scholastic year 
1909-10. 

Physical Examination. 

Upon the recommendation of Super- 
intendent Slaton in November, 1908, 
the board of education voted in favor 
of a departurént of physical examina- 
tion. President Luther Rosser appoint- 
ed as the committee to further inves- 
tigate and report upon the plan, E. P. 
Burns, chairman: Samuel N. Evins and 
Steve R. Johnston. <As a result of the 


‘favorable report of the commitee, Dr. 


Sewart R. Roberts was elected medi- 
cal inspector, and Miss Annie McDon- 
nell was made his assistant. The plan 
has proven so eminentiy' successful! 
that the board has elected two more 
assistants, Miss Alice Hentz and Miss 
Elizabeth McLoughlin. 

The board of education has five 
weeks of a Summer normal school for 
the benfit of the public school teach- 
ers, in the Girls’ High school building, 
and five weeks of summer 
school in favor of the 
teachers, held in the 
school building. By these two norma) 
schools a marked improvement ir 
scholarship and in method is effected. 
In the white normal school, Miss N. C. 
Sergeant, the principal of the 
High school, is at the head, and teach- 
es in the department of English, as- 
sisted by Miss Jessie Muse, in English; 
Miss Belle Kennedy, in mathematics: 
Miss Agnes Morgan, principal of the 
W. F. Slaton school, in reading and 
geography, and Miss Helen Hougherty, 
in drawing.

Work in these 
summer normal schools ts vigorously 
pressed and carefully supervised by 
Superintendent Slaton. 

Good Work in Normal Claas. 


Realizing the great necessity of 
scholarship and of progressive meth- 
ods, Superintendent Slaton maintains 
an excellent system of normal school 
work ,under the authority of the board 
of education throughout the scholastic 
year. The first Saturday in each 
month the entire force of teachers of 
the public schools meets. A part of 
that time is devoted to grade work: 
the remainder of the time to discus- 
sion in the assembly hail by the su- 
perintendent or others appointed, along 
educational lines. On the sécond Sat- 
urday in each month the primary 
teachers meet and pursue a course of 
study and recitation under efficient 
leaders and directors. On the third 
Saturday the grammar grade teachers 
meet and do technical and preparatory 
work. The result of it all is a general 
movement along al! educational lines, 
developing a higher degree of effi- 
ciency. 

Realizing the force of the principle, 
“As is the teacher, so is the school,” 
the superintendent bends all his ener- 
gies toward the improvement of the 
teacher for the sake of the children. 

The rapid growth of the city ren- 
ders the increasing facilities absolute- 
ly necessary. In many of the grades 
there are from fifty to sixty children 
for one teacher to instruct. This con- 
dition is an actual absurdity, says 8u- 
perintendent Sijaton. To remove this 
error, more school houses and more 
school teachers are needed, and conse- 
quently more money. There is needed 
a new school house and lot for the 
Highland Park school, a remodelling 
of the Edgewood school, the addition 
of more rooms to the Faith school, 
and more room at Fast Atlanta school. 
These are pressing necessities, and 
should receive the earliest posible at- 
tention from these who vote money for 
the public schools. All the old frame 
buildings are unsafe. The fact that 
the schools have escaped a destructive 
fire loss for many years, does not es- 
tablish an immunity for all time to 
come. It is easier to replace combus- 
tible frame buildings with fire-proof

fetructures now than to do so after sev- 
eral hundred ohildren are burned up. 


The Technological Department. 


Superintendent Slaton has urged the 
necessity of the removal of the tech- 
nological department of the Boys’ 
High school to another building to 
give the boys the maximum benefit of 


their curriculum. The present Boys’ 
High school building was not con-, 
structed for a technological school, It 
lacks necessary space for a machinery | 
room, for wood work, and for a black- 
smith shop. The boys tm the classical 
and business departments are inter- 
fered with by the shaking of the 
building and the whirl of the ma- 
chinery. The technological depart- 
ment ought to be given a fair chahce 
to accomplish its destiny. There are 
thousands of people in Atlanta who be- 
lieve that the technological boys 
should have a fair chance, and they 
can’t have it until they are placed in a 
separate building. Every an who 
knows the situation, knows thig state- 
ment to be true. The board of educa- 
tion is unmanimously committed to the 
policy of transferring the Technolog- 
ical High schoal to another building, 
when the council furnishes the neces- 
sary means. 

Some of the grammar school build- 
ings are not large enough to accom- 
modate the people in their neighbor- 
hood. This is true of the Grant Park 
Grammar school, which has not & room 
for the eighth grade. It is true of the 
W. F. Slaton school, which needs two 
more rooms than it now has to accom- 
modate its patrons. 

During the last year the board of ed- 
ucation hag been enabled to pay $50 a 
month as the minimum salary to the 
school teachers, which is a result for 
which the board and the superintend- 
ent have been industriously at work to 
accomplish for the last several years. 

Atlanta needs a special tax for the 
benefit of the public schools. Then 
the board could have the necessary 
funds for the construction of new 
buildings, the repair of old ones, the 
employment of a sufficient number of 
well equipped teachers, and the estab- 
lishment of the most progressive sys- 
tem of public schools in the union. 
The energy, esthusiasm, experience and 
force of the superintendent are conse- 
crated to the work of the general im- 
provement of, the schools.

Beginning life as a farmer, and iater 
takine up the avocation of a mervnant, 
Governor Comer soon found that the 
question of rail rates, and transporta- 
tion generally, enters very mucn ce 
the success or failure of any commer- 
cial movement. After that’ he decente | 
a member of the board of directors of 
the Central of Georgia railway, ieurn- 
ing theré the other side of the proviem 
to ‘solving which Ke has given + the 
best years of his life. When.he hed 
become familiar with the varteus 
features of the.transportation problem 
and thus equipped”.to make a fight: 
along intelligent, as wel] as vigoraue 
lines, he devoted a large part of hus 
time to the furthering of the public 
questions which he felt were*bound up 
in*«the movement. 

Worked fer Reform. 

Follbwing his bent in this way, Mr. 
Comer devoted his pen and his tengue 
and his time and his money to propa- 
ganda in the interest. of reform ‘in rail. 
‘ransportation, both as applied to rates 
and service. He found that while ‘a 
shipper could be charged for del&ys wY, 
unloading, there were no laws to-ferce: 
the service corporation to conserve the 
interests of the shipper by expediti gs 
distribution of cars. He discovered th&t’ 
while the man who pays?the freight 
mugt pay it at once, the railroad which 
loses or breaks up the freight cowld 
take its time, and in most cases .did 
take an awful long time, in paying 
damages. It was plain to him that 
while the corporations could enforce 
many laws in the courts, they could, 
by delaying in the federal tribunals, 
defer to an ir‘°~~idable time the de- 
cre@®g against them. 

These and twoany other things in- 
terested the man who -is now the head 
of the state government, but they were, 
to his mind, subordinate to the qucs- 
tion of rates and the right of the state 
to make and enforce them. When 
the state began, in 1901, the building 
of a new constitution he threw the 
weight of his influence on the side 
of a strong railroad control feature, 
with the right to make rates promi-- 
nent. It is no violence to history to 
say that he had very little pecsonal 
influence with the members of the.con- 
stitutional convention, as he was 
thought to be a kind of cran« aiong 
the line of rate and rail regulation. 
However, the new organic taw had a 
fine provision that met the require- 
ments as he saw them, and he carried 
his fight to the next legislature. 

Seme Early Victories. 

Here he Was personally no more ‘n- 
fiuential than in the constitutional con- 
vention, but his work among the peopl 
had. begun to tell, and the hill for 
election of the members of the railroad 
commission by the people instead of 
by appointment was passed.

After a con- 
test that was quickly conceded to be 
a winning one he carried all but about 
twenty counties of the sixty-seven, 
and was on August 27, 1906, nominated 
for governor by .the democrats and 
elected the following November by 
the usual democratic majority, and 
more. He came to the chair 
of the governor in January, 190%, his 
inauguration being an event in the 
fight that was then as wide. as the 
nation on certain features of corpora- 
tion and transportation practices.

So well organized had become the 
Comer forces: at the time of the elec- 
tion, the legislature was aimost solid 
for anything he suggested.

The pro- 
visions for penalties for violations 
were so heavy that to have incurred 
the pain of one day's fines would have 
resulted in the financial ruin of any 
company. In addition an act was 
passed taking from the attorney gener-

BETTER METHODS IN SHIPPING FREIGHT. 


| For several years The Constitution has beén urging the necessity for 
better methods of baling cotton and other valuable products intended for 
shipment abroad. 

The reports from our foreign consular representatives showed the urgency 
of this advice. 

‘But the need of improvement |in preparing merchandise mt shipment is 
now seen in local as well as foreign markets. : 

The railroads of the United States estimate that they are forced to pay 
out annually in claims for damage and loss -to freight the vast sum of 
$29,000,000. They contend that a very large part of this sum would be saved 
by more careful attention on part of shippers to packing and marking 
freight. 

Without in the least excusing the railroads for their part of the respon- 
sibility, as well as liability, for this tremendous loss, it is apparent that ship- 
pers should arouse themselves to a sense of what this means. 

Loss and damaged freight means delay, disappointed customers, the pros- 
ecution of annoying and ofttimes exasperating claims for delay, and all be- 
cause of something that a little care and attention at the proper time would 
have avoided. 

The recent meeting of freight traffic managers in Atlanta discussed ways 
and means to correct this unsatisfactory condition of things, Cooperation 
between carriers and shippers will, howeve@, be necessary to effect it. 

Individual railroads will continue to receive freight Inadequately packed 
and indistinctly and improperly marked though it be, if a refusal to do so 
would lead to a rival road getting the shipment. 

The shippers’ associations of this section will not be less ready than 
those of Chicago and St. Louis to work for a genuine reform in ‘this matter 
and save loss and inconvenience to themselves and lift the serious handicap 
it places on business. ® 

Reform in the method of preparing goods for the home market will lead 
to a more careful packing of goods destined for foreign markets, and Amer- 
ican business men will then be saved from the serious charges of indiffer- 
ence and lack of attention now made against them. 

Our commercia] agents abroad have repeatedly and earnestly insisted 
upon the importance of this act. 

One of the oldest axioms of the businets world is that a pleased cus- 
tomer is the best advertisement. 

Foreign customers are notoriously not satisfied with cotton bales that 
are broken and damaged in transit, and other goods that reach them after 
the wind, the rain and the weather have wrought havoc with them. 
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RESTRICTING THE INSURANCE COMPANIES. 


In the insurance law enacted by the state legislature of New York about 
three years ago there is a section rrohibiting an insurance company from 
writing more than $150,000,000 of new business in any one year. 

In practical operation the law has proven unnecessarily burdensome. 
Some of the larger life insurance companies, in order not to overrun the 
legal limit, have had to refuse annually since a large volume of proffered 
business. 

The principle underlying this law has been very generally called into 
question. It is criticised as being unfair; an unjust interference with a 
legal and honest business, and an indefensible restriction on a branch of 
modern business which has come to occupy a vital place in modern com- 


mercial life. 
From the standpoint of the average man who wants insurance, 


stricts his right to place his business where he chooses. 

From the standpoint of the Insurance companies, it has needlessly ham- 
pered their growth and development, led to the closing of numerous branch 
offices and the laying off of thousands of men throughout the country. 

Right here in Georgia, one insurance company has recently closed an 
office employing forty or fifty men. Similar action is feared by other in- 
surance men. 

The principal contention of the law’s opponents is that it seeks to put 
an entirely unnecessary incubus upon the insurance companies. 

In dces not seek to reduce the cost of insurance to a more reasonable 
basis in the interest of the insured. 

It does not propose to take a part of the profits of the insurer com- 
panies over and above a certain figure, in the interest of the oppressed 
tax payers. 

What it does effect is merely to prevent an insurance company, after it

has written the specified amount of business, to issue any other policies, | 


regardless of how many applications it may have on file. 

It furnishes an interesting subject for speculation to think of what 
would happen if this same principle were extended to other lines of business, 
to railroads or telegraph companies, for instance.

The prime author of this movement is the Hon. Horace G. Knowles, late 
American minister to Roumania, who made the find and brought back the 
seed that set in motion this assault upon a now well-entrenched Georgia in- 
The national agricultural department has taken it up experimentally, 
it is claimed, with good results. 

Here is the argument: The Roumanian melon is thin-skinned and small, 
about the size of a grape fruit or cantaloupe; hence an entire melon may be 
served as a “single portion” in the hotels and cafes which cater to appetites 
too often in need of coaxing flattery. 

Leaving aside the questi@m of respective merit as to flavor, for it will 
never be admitted, in the absence of overwhelming proof, that the Roumarian 
fruit can “hold a candle” to the Georgia rattlesnake, the situation -esolves 
itself to this: 

Will the whole diminytive fruit appeal more strongly o the epicure than 
the old-fashioned but delightful slice cut right from the heart? 

The public will neither concede nor conceive it. 

Like a new toy, it may find favor for the moment, but rather with the 


hatching 


_jaded taste which courts the stimulus of multiplied variety. 


But the hotel and cafe demand for this toy melon will hardly make any 
serious inroad upon the Georgia product. 

As a mater of Zact, we do not believe this Roumanian article is a real 
watermelon; it will, perhaps, do no more than add another variety of fruit 
to the multiplying menu card. 

But ff it is, we shall not fear it. 

The Georgi.. watermelon has built a reputation that cannot be shaken. 

The restaurant that tries the Roumanian experiment will have to keep 
both varieties in its ice box, and the family that wants a watermelon on the 
table will «- tinue to want the real thing and not the miniature. 

The Gecrgia watermelon is in no danger, neither immediate nor pros- 


| pective. 


But if, by any chance, worst should come to worst, we'll take the “tou- 
manian seed and make them grow on Georgia soil as they will grow nuwhere 
else on earth; not even at the foothills of the Carpathians. 


THE AUTO AND THE FREIGHT PROBLEM. 


“The automobile is to revolutionize the methods of carrying freight over 
short distances; it will, in a large measure, take the place of interurban elec- 
tric railways.” ‘ 

This prediction is that of N. F. Tift, county commissioner of Dougherty 
county, made at a recent gathering of the county officials of Georgia at 
Fitzgerald. ' 

Mr. Tift could, with logic, have given his forecast a more immediate 
setting. The traction-engine, which is the automobile under another name, 
has for many years been a prominent factor in farming in the middle and 
far west. 

Wherever ‘roads and grades would permit its use, enterprising farmers 
have brotight it into use as @ substitute for horse or mule traction. 
middle west it is not a rare spectacle to witness half a dozen, or even more, 
heavily laden wagons rumbling along the road to market or the farm 
behind a big and powerful road locomotive.

Testimony from many wl 
dle and extreme western communitiés is to the effect that the use of triatinle | 
engines has effected a tremendous saving to both farmers and their whole- 
sale and retail patrons. 

Whatever diminishes thecost of transportation lowers the price of 
products and stimulates development in every direction. And that is pre- 
cisely what the traction engine, under proper conditions, accomplishes. : 

It has the record, in many localities and for short distances, of supplant- 
ing the more expensive railroad. 

There is no sound reason why its instrumentality in this direction should 
not be multiplied many times in the near future. The sole requirement is 
a moderately passable road, navigable the year round, and obstructed with 
a minimum number of grades. 

It is obvious, also, that as the demand for and use of these road locomo- 
tives increase, their construction and practicability will be improved and 
their cost brought within reach of the man of modest means. 

The ultimate bearing upon the national freight problem can be of no 
other than lerge dimensions. 
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SUGAR TRUST PROSECUTIONS. 


It is evident there is not going to be much of the banner and trumpet 
blast method, usually accompanied by more or less inactivity, in dealing 
with violations of the anti-trust laws under the administration of Presi- 
dent Taft. 

The absence of inclination on the part of the administration to do any 
great amount of talking about trust prosecutions has already been made 
apparent in the attitude of Attorney General Wickersham. But it is yet to 
be demonstrated, of course, that this attitude means quiet and effective 
activity. , 

That there is splendid opportunity for some real and effective work in 
this direction is apparent from the too evident violations of the Sherman 
anti-trust law caarged to the American Sugar Refining Company, better 
known as‘the sugar trust. 

These violations have been brought to light in connection with fts deal- 
ings with the Pennsylvania Sugar Refinery, and the restitution made amounts 
to practical confession. 

Evidence such as complies with legal requirement is said to have been 
placed in the hands of Attorney General Wickersham by George H. Earle, 
who forced the trust to make restitution for its lawless dealing with the 
Pennsylvania company. Added to this is its recent compromise with the 
government of claims for customs duties fraudulently withheld by the use 
of false scales. 

The case is one, to all appearances, in which there can enter no question 
of grandstand playing or bear baiting of a wealthy corporation, because it 
is too evident that the trust has “been caught with the goods.” 

It is a splendid opportunity for the demonstration of administrative sin- 
cerity in dealing with “malefactors of great wealth,” and for the determina- 
tion of the extent to which these powerful corporations shall be permitted 
to go. 

The progress and outcome of this investigation will be watched with no 
small interest. The people of the whole country are concerned, for, first and 
last, they pay the price. 
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CUBA’S SALARY ROLL PATRIOTS. 


The new administration of President Gomez in Cuba is confronted with 
the peculiar problem of just how high a price it is desirable to pay for 
peace. 

Already the government is facing heavy deficits, the proportions of which 
grow more formidable with each month. 


, 
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An explanation is largely to be found {n the ever-increasing clamor of 


politicians for high-salaried offices with a minimum of work. 

The result has been to crowd every administrative department with a 
host of incompetents, and to grain the government revenues in substantial 
salaries to satisfy these willing patriots. 

Conceding, even, that this army of employees were capable of ordinary 
business routine, numerically it is several times the plain needs of the gov- 
ernment service. 

Yet President Gomez and his advisers dread to call a halt. Revolutions 
are started in Cuba with fatal facility. A disgruntled politician of little note 
can scrape together enough of a following to fire a few plantation homes and 
force government intervention. 

And always complicating the situation is the possibility that the United 
States, which is bound to maintain peace on the island, may again interfere, 
with the untempting prospect of permanent occupation in the background. 

Observers in this country, whatever their views regarding the future of 
Cuba, can hardly withhold their sympathy for President Gomez's predicament. 
We know enough of the office-hoiding itch in this country to comprehend its 
full powers for demoralization in a land where access ‘o the public trough 
is a novel sensation. 
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STRENGTHENING OUR ORIENTAL CHANCES. 


Beneath the unostentatious announcement that diplomatic negotiations 
directed from Washington have secured participation for American capital | 
in the latest $27,500,000 Chinese railway loan, is the encouraging significance 
that the business interests of this country have at last wakened to the proper 
methods for promoting our international trade relations. 

American products, especially cotton goods, have been making steady 
progress in China and the Orient for the last ten yeers. 

But in nowise has our advance compared with that recorded by English, 
French and German merchants who, struggling against greater »andicaps 
than tho-e opposed to American enterprise, have encountered little difficulty 
in outstripping the latter. 

The secret of the practical dominance of these three European nations 
in the Orient is to be found in an adaptation of the methods which for a 
time enabled Russia to overshadow China and even Japan. 

Capital from Paris, London and Berlin has flowed in a steady stream 
into the enterprises of the Chinese empire. And, following a world-old cus- 
tom, the holders of these big investments have been able, in a measure, to 


In the 


dictate the countrol of the trade in contiguous territory. 

The goods of America might be ever so superior to those of competitors; 
but the latter bad the inestimable advantage of being large creditor nations, 
a factor which endowed them with a long handicap. 

It is true that American cepite: inaugurated an invasion of China some 
years ago; but until recently it’ has been unable to release itself sufficiently 
from domestic obligations to play a role in the Far East _— would give it 
a voice in the commerce of that region. 

Now that the condition has been subjected to the remedial process, it 
is logical to assume that it will be speedily mitigated. Capital. that can be 
spared from this country will seek investment in the great railway and other 
enterprises of the Chinese empire, all of which,are barely in their incipiency. 

And with America on an equa] plane, financially, with the other nations 
fighting for business in the Orient, the natural advantages of this country 
may confidently be expected to safeguard the results. 
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THE DIMINISHING DOCTOR. 


A thoughtful contemporary’ calls attention to the fact that statistics re- 
veal a steady, if smail, decrease in the nugber of physicians annually turned 
out by the colleges of America. 

Where the average institution holds or exceeds its record, it is shown 
that investigation of the subsequent activities of its graduates demonstrate 
that fewer of them than in former times succeed in making medicine their 
life-work. Giving the profession a casual test, they become disheartened 
and take up occupations more immediately remunerative. 

Regarding the allegations of our authority as reliable, it is evident they 
indicate acceptable progress on part of the public in at least two directions. 

Time was when the ayerage man came near placing all physicians on 
the same plane. The addition of the magical letters, “M.D.,” to his name } 
was, by a ctrious perversion of logic, considered to endow an incompetent 
with sense and a dullard with ability. 

Apparently people are getting away from this loose definition. They are 
finding that there are indifferept doctors, as there are indifferent lawyers 
and clerks and business men. ‘They are applying a more exacting test to 
the man who claims to minister to the ailing body, and the consequences is 
seen in the spectacle of fewer but\better physicians. 

The other encouraging deduction is that people resort less to doctors 
than formerly. Gradual education in the principles ‘of sanitation and per- 
sonal hygiene and preventive medicine has taught them self-care in a de- 
gree far in advance of our forefathers. The loss is visited upon the medical 
profession and the undertaker, but the erin eee averaay of health is im-

CITY WARDEN 
CONFERENCE OF CHARITIES 


TALKS ABOUT 


Thomas Evans, Atlanta’s city warden, 
has returned with Probation © Officer 
James M. Gloer, from Buffalo, N. ae 
lw here they attended the Annual Con- 
| ference of Charities and Corrections. 
| Mr. Evans talks very interestingly of 
In speaking of what 


ithe conference. 
was done he says: 
“The National Conference of Chari- 
ties and Cosrections, which recently 
assembled, at Buffalo, N. Y., is perhaps 
the most unique body that gathers to- 
gether in the United States. 

“This conference is composed of 
about two thousand delegates, philan- 
thropic men and women, who come to- 
gether once every year, defraying their 
own expenses, to discuss and tO eX- 
change ideas and experiences among 
themselves upon every phase of social 
work, in order to correct and uplift 
the human family. In these discus- 
sions, the sick, the insane, the inef- 
ficient, the law breakers, the incorrigi- 
bles, the exploited, the juveniles, the 
family and neighborhood, are given 
great consideration. 

“These and all other topics are sub- 
divided into sectional meetings, where 
everyone who chooses is at liberty to 
express his or her views and from 
these general discussions some concrete 
idea evolved as to the best way of 
handling the particular subject in 
hand. 

“The opening address was made by 
BickneN, on the great calamitous 
disasters that had befallen the human 
‘family in the last three years, claim- 
ing that the Red Cross Society, during 
that time had raised and sent to fifteen 
different death-stricken communities, 
more than $4,200,000, ang that the ur- 
gent need of the times, was for the 
establishment of a central committee, 
or commissmn empowered to distribute 
these vast sums of money. 

“In the discussion of the child prob- 
lem, the field seemed to be almost 
tinexhaustible with its agencies, such 
|as children aid, and other placing-out 
socities, where homes are provided for 
destitute anq orphan children, and 
where the great question is settied 
when the family should be held to- 
gether or when they should be sepera- 
ed. By agitation of the subject the 
national conference can be given credit 
for the establishment of juvenile courts 
for the trial of youthful offenders mak- 
ing the punishment fit the crime, keep- 
ing in view the possibility of eventu- 
ally converting the youthful offender 
into a good citizen. 

“The juvenile court came in for a 
large share of/discussion by eminent 
authorities, the concensus of opinion 
being that the court should be a 
| place to teach ang instruct the child 
the law, how to observe it, thereby 
becoming a law-abiding citizen. Harsh 
and severe treatment was discounte- 
nanced and that “every means should 
be exhausted to remedy the evil by 
keeping the child out of the court. 

“Another interesting subject discyss- 
ed was the relationship of the family 
to the community, it being contended 
that as the personality of the indiyidu- 
al was the standard of the family, 80 
was the family the standard of the 
neighborhood, and by building up the 
family you necessarily built up the 
child and the community, urging that 
it wag better to form life than reform | 
it, hence public recreations should be 


. established ane: a tak system of 
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with sanitary and 
hygenic conditions inaugurated, 


houses and homes, 


“Miss Berry, of Rome, Ga., made a 
distinctive hit with the conference in 
her description of the conditions pre- 
vailing among the mountain people 
of Georgia, Tennesssee, Alabama, North 
and South Carolina. She gave a grap*ic 
description of their progress and neeus 
and portrayed the great educational 
manhood among these sturdy yeomen 
of the mountains. It was believed by 
prominent speakers at this meeting, 
that with compulsory education, judg. 
ing by what already had been accom- 
plished in these sections of the south, 
within twenty years, the Appalachian 
system would produce the finest 
type of citizenship in the country. 

“One of the most spiriteq questions 
debated during the conference was 
opended by Professor Jeremiah Jenks, 
, of Cornell university, and chairman of 
the congressional immigration com- 
mission on immigration. This quese 
tion is of vital importance the 
speaker maintaining that a strong 
racial prejudice existed in thre 
American mind, that any race 
with a skin different from our own 
indicated, whether true’ or not, in 
feriority, and that the American would 
not accept it in any other way. To 
make the foreigner acceptable it was 
said that the commissioners were in- 
vestigating Europe the immigrants 
standard of living, his educational 
qualifications, his susciptibility to 
disease, and tendency towards crime, 
in order to reject undesirable im- 
migrants and such as were admitted to 
educate and assimulate into American 
citizenship.

RAINS PROVE BLESSING 
TO THE MELON GROWERS 


Cantaloupe Crop Already Cut 
30 to 40 Per Cent by Con- 
tinued Dry Weather. 


Albany, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)— 
Rains which have fallen in most of the 
territory in this section during the 
last few days have broken a drought 
which had already caused. serious 


damage to some of the growing crops, | 


and was verging on a calamity. The 
relief is only temporary, as the rains 
have @€n Nght, but they have been 
worth housands of dollars to the 
farmers. 

A cantaloupe grower, of this county, 
who ships many cars of this fruit every 
June and July, makes the assertion 
that the yield of the Albany district 
has been reduced thirty to forty per 
cent by the dry weather, and though 
the rains have assured the maturity of 
a good deal of fruit that was about to 
be destroyed, the crop will prove one of 
the lightest in years. The quality, 
however, is exceptionally good, and 
the highest market prices are being 
secured. The watermelon crop is simi- 
larly affected. 

Southwest Georgia has harvested the 
greatest oat crop in the section’s his- 
tory this year, and is making a corn 
crop that will be fully a third larger 
than the average for the last few years. 
Corn growing contests are in progress 
in many counties, ang the yield will be 
unprecedentedly large, provided suffi- 
cient rains fall. The dearth of moisture 
has already affected the corn crop un- 
favorably, but not beyond the point 
where full recovery is possible under 
the most favorable conditions.

WILL MLENDUR 
CO WAY OF BROWN: 


Speculation Rife as tothe 
Chairman’s Fate. 


Reiterates Views of Former 
Commissioner in Decision on 
Port Rates—Brown Was Dis- 
charged — Will Gov. Smith 
Take Same Action Now? 


Will Chairman McLendon, of the rail- 
road commisioner of Georgia, go the 
way of former Commisioner, now 
Goverpor-elect, Joseph M. Brown? 

That is the question which has been 
the subject of much speculation at the 
capitol and elsewhere for the past two 
days. 

Ever since the announcement of the 
railroad commision’s decision, which 
Was adverse to port rates, and, the 
publication of Chairman McLendon’s 
etrong opinion expressing the view of 
the majority, the question has fre- 
quently been asked whether Governor 
Smith, following the precedent set in 
the removal of Commissioner Brown, 
will now remove Chairman McLendon. 

The present chairman was appointed 
as Mr. Brown’s successor. He was 
chosen a the exponent of the adminis- 
tration’s particular views on the sub- 
ject of rate regulation. In the first 
case in which this subject was squarely 
presented to the commrssion, he has 
decided against port rates, just as Mr. 
Brown did. 


A Vital Campaign Yasue. 

There thus passes from public dis- 
cussion @ question which was made a 
pressing political issue fn the cam- 
paign of three years ago. It was a 
matter to which Mr. Smith devoted a 
great deal of attention in almost every 
speech he made. Port rates were to be 
the means of saving millions of dollars 
to the merchants. He assured his sup- 
porters that if elected he would 
promptly put into effect tRese reduced 
rates from the ports, or know the rea- 
son why. 

McLendon was nara to 
Brown when the i+ .er was 
dispossessed. Now McLendon  reiter- 
ates the views of his predecesor. The 
question is, will Mr. McLendon share 
the same fate as did Mr. Brown? 

Conditions Different Now. 

Positions on the political chess board 
are slightly different now from what 
they were then. In six more days Gov- 
ernor Smith will go out of office. The 
legislature which is to serve during 
the term of the new governor will 
meet on Wednesday. Any action taken 
by Governor Smith in reference to the 
removal of Chairman McLendon, if such 
a thing is contemplated, must be taken 
this week, and his reasons therefor, 
under the law, must be submitted to 
the legislature. 

In the case of Mr. Brown, the matter 
was delayed until within three weeks 
of the expiration of the latter’s &@u 
of office, and until after adjournment 
of the legislature, evhich thus had no 
opportunity to act omthe matter, as 
by the time it next met Mr. Brown's 
term had expired. 

The governor explained that the 
pressure of legislative matters had not 
enabled him earlier to take up this 
matter. 

On the other side 
that the governor 
layed taking action. 
charged Commissioner Brown earlier, 
the reasons for the discharge must 
have been reviewed by the legislature 
before the end of the session, and be- 
fore the end of the term for which 
Mr. Brown was elected. 

But that matter is now ancient his- 
tory. 

The immediately pressing question 
is, whether the governor will take the 
same course in the case of Chairman 
McLendon? 

If he does, the legislature about to 
assemble will of necessity pass upon 
the case—a review not permitted in 
Mr. Brown's case.

Th’ city rang 
with th’ despairip’ cries iv ‘Get off me 
foot,’ ‘Don’t shove,’ an’ ‘Cow’rd, to re- 
fuse a light to a lady.’ 

“E’r days th’ fide iv battle ebbed an’ 
flowed ontil th’ peerless Casthro him- 
silf dashed through all abstacies an’ 
lungin’ headléng again th’ governmint 
foorces snapped his fingers in th’ face 
iv th’ able but fll-starred commander, 
Don Gulpio de Swissle. This action 
has been denounced be sintimintalists 
as crool an’ barb’reus an’ a biot on 
Casthro’s name.

Here is the man who wrote “The 
Raven’’—who wrote the other stories, 
who was a friend to Poe always, as 
documents now in po&Ssession of his; 
daughter-in-law here, Mrs. Thomas 
Shivers, clearly show—cultured people 
of this community feel sure that he 
was the author of the stories accred- 
ited to Poe. 

Several were at the funeral Thurs- 
day who were wel]! acquainted with 
Mr. Shivers in his life; in fact, all the 
old residenters of DeKalb county well 
remember Mr. Shivers. His home was 
not more than two hundred yards from 
our present depot, where his son's 
widow and his grandchildren now re- 
side. He was first buried at this old 
home by his own request, but twenty 
years ago the remains were moved to 
where they now rest in the cemetery.

MAINE MAKES CALL TO PRESERVE 
THE OLD TAVERN AT MACHIAS 


The old Burnham tavern, 
street, was built in 1770, seven years 
after the landing of the first settlers. 
It is the only building in eastern 
Maine that has a revolutionary war 
record. In 1775 this was the meeting 
place of the people, where they dis- 
cussed the events of the day: in this 
house the brave band of volunteers 
met, laid all the plans which culmén- 
ated in the capture of the British frig- 
ate, “Margaretta.” This engagement 
has been appropriately termed _ the 
“Lexington of the Sea,” because it was 
the first naval battle of the revolution. 
After the battle the wounded patriots 
were carried to this house which was 
then turned into a hospital. The 
United States government considered 
the capture of the “Margaretta” of 
sufficient importance to name a gun- 
boat “Machias.”’ In an upper room 
of the tavern was constituted the sec- 
ond Masonic lodge of Maine, Warren 
No. 2, named in honor of General War- 
ren, of Bunker Hill fame. 

This building should be forever pre- 
served as a monument to the loyalty 
and patriotism of the men of Machias 
who made history for Maine. It has 
been purchased for this purpose, and 
is to be in charge of Hannah Weston 
Chapter, D. A. R. The house is very

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Dear Madam:—-While in Jackson 
county recently, in the burying ground 
of the Walnut Baptist Church: I ident- 
ified the graves of my grand parents, 
Jacob Braselton, Sr., born 1749, died 
1834; and his wife Hannah (Green) 
Braselton, born 1751, died 1816. 

Jacob Braselton, Sr., was a revolu- 
tionary soldier, either in the Virginia 
Or North Carolina line—we have no 
record—moved to Georgia from North 
Carolina, presumably Granville county, 
soon after the revolution. 

Hannah (Green) Braselton, his wife, 
was from the Duff Green family of 
Virginia, and is said to have been a 
niece of General George Washington. 

The Braseltons in the North, are 
compiling a history of this numerous 
family in America and write me for 
information.

Some of his attempts to avoid “the 
bald and barbarous language of the 
vulgar version” are worth quoting ag 
terrible examples of what elegant 
writing is not. ; 

The plain spoken warning to the 
Laodicean church is improved thus: 

“Bince, therefore, you are now in a 
state of lukewarmness, a disagreeable 
medium between the two extremes, I 
will in no long time eject you from 
my heart with fastidious contempt.” 

The translator is tee happy in 
what may be called his personal eu- 
phemisms. Nicodemus is “this gentie- 
man,” one of the apostie’s Athenian 
converts is “a lady of distinction,” and 
the daughter of Herodias is “a young 
lady who danced with inimitable grace 
and elegance.” The father of the 
prodigal is “a gentleman of splendid 
family,’’ and St. Paul no longer leaves 
a ‘cloak” at Troas, but a ‘“portman- 
teau,” as was certainly more becoming 
to a dignified ecclesiastic. 

On the Mount of Transfiguration St. 
Peter no longer says in vulgar, every- 
day language, “Lord, it_is good for us 
to be here,” but, “Sir, what a delect- 
able residence we might fix here.”

For years it was con- 
sidered proper for our Institutions of 
higher learning to isolate’ themselves, 
as it were, from the body of the peo- 
ple, and to care for the comparatively 
few students who came to them for in- 
struction. As long as they purgued 
this policy they could not in any sense 
of the word be regarded as state in- 
stitutions and belonging co the people. 
Happily, this point of view has been 
changed, and now the desire aygd the 
aim of all our public Institutions is

tions of the people and for the people. 
To Carry Truths Home to People. 
How shall the State College of Agri- 
culture, constituting. as it does, an in- 
tegral part of the university system, 
reach out and serve the people in all 
parts of the state, is a question of par- 
amount importance at this time. Thig 
result can be brought abot only 
through organizing an extension de- 
partment, and taking up, what is de- 
nominated, for lack of a better name, 
extension teaching. Extension teach- 
ing simply means to carry the infor- 
mation where they are located. The 
reader will natrually inquire what can 
be done by anextension service for 
the rural uplift about which all are 
concerned at this time. First of all, 
there must be developed ca efficient 
corps of workers, imbued with the 
missionary spirit, who are not en- 
gaged in the work for the dollars and 
cents they may get out of it. These 
instructors should be capable of meet- 
ing with the farmer and indicating to 
him that they not only have a prac- 
tical knowledge of agricultural affairs, 
but that they have a special knowl- 
edge and can consult and advise with 
him to his advantage. They should be 
capable of assisting the teachers of 
the rural districts in organizing 
school gardens; in developing courses 
of nature study and elementary agri- 
culture. They should be well enough 
trained to assist, for instance, in con- 
ducting the work of an itinerant 
school. As the word itinerant would 
indicate, these would be traveling 
schools. 


Sample of Commuality Pian. 


For instance, a community may be 
particularly anxious to learn all that 
it can about fertilizers, soil cultiva- 
tion, farm sanitation, horticultural and 
live stock problems, cotton seed and 
its by-products, whether the farmer 
should retain his cotton seed or sell it, 
and whether it is a suitable fertilizer 
or not. Suppose fifty or one hundred 
farmers are interested in any one of 
these subjects, it would be a com- 
paratively simple matter to send an 
instructor out to that locality to or- 
ganize a week's work with the people 
siong the lines suggested. There 
would be regular talks each day and 
discussions following the same, and it 
is needless to point out that tnforma- 
tion of the greatest economic value to 
that community would be assimilated 
by al] who attended the school. More- 
over, the other real needs of the ca@m- 
munity would become apparent, and 
the farmers could be invited to corre- 
spond with the College of Agriculture, 
which already maintains a correspond- 
ence bureau for farmers, and thus 
have my at their hands for the cost 
of a 2-cent stamp the latest and best 
information pertaining to every phase 
cf agricultural practice. 

That itinerant schools would be a 
boon to rural communities and that 
they would give a new direction to our 
agricultural practice and _ stimulate 
and inspire the farmer, because of the 
reliability of the information furnish- 
ed, any one who has reflected on the 
=} tat for a minute will readily ad- 
mit. 

Could Advise Teachers. 

How helpful it would be to the 
teacher of a small rural school to feel 
that she might have the services of an 
adviser for several days in organizing 
her work and to find out just what 
material she had at hand to use in 
nature study work or in developing 
a course in elementary agriculture. It 
is needless to say that the instructor 
would inspire the boys and girls and 
bring them more closely tn touch with 
the possibil‘ties of their environment 
than they ever had been brought be- 
fore. The teachers are not to blame 
for the failure to give instruction in 
agriculture at the present time. They 
do not know how to proceed, and will 
they ever be in a better position vnless 
rome strong hand is reached out to 
them to give direction and inspirat‘in 
to their efforts? 

Do the people of Georgia want ex- 
tension work I think the fact that 
over two hcndred addresses have been 
delivered to gatherings of farmers in 
this state within the past two years 
shows that thirat for knowledge. The 
fact that sixty of the county school 
commissioners of Georgia have ac- 
cepted the offer of the college to send 
our professors to discuss ways and 
nieans for developing instruction in 
egricuiture in the rural schools shows 
their sentiment towards this subject, 
and how thoroughly they realize the 
necessity of doing something, ard do- 
ing it right away. The fact that 
15,000 letters have been ansered by 
the different departments of the col. 
lege shows that the farmers are look- 
ing to the ingtitution for advice and 
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There is no life that offers so much 
as that which the country affords, 
provided it is properly directed: and 
what will it cost to commente a work 
which is destined to revolutionize 
agricultural practice, to conserve the 
coil—the state‘s most precious re- 
source, and to inspire and uplift the 
people? One would think it the most 
costly undertaking in which the state 
could embark. Yet the forces may be 
set in motion which will eventually 
bring about the results portrayed in 
this article for the small appropria- 
tion of $10,000 a year. Can the state 
afford to withhold so small a sum and 
allow work of such vast and potential 
importance to languish? -We think 
not, and we believe there is no more 
important field of activity open to the 
Georgia Federation of Woman's Clubs 
than to lend their assistance to a 
movement fraught with such vast pos- 


sibilities for the good of all the peo- 
ple in the state.

As he did so 
he looked over a list of the suspects 
in their neignbornood and checked the 
names off. At the close he let them 
all.go. He said these people are all 
Christians ar:d must not be molested.

From a large army like this, scat- 
tered in smell bands over the country, 
away from their officers, there are 
bound to be outrages now and then.

Koreans Muat Stay at Home. 

Notwithstanding this feeling, many 
Koreans would now like to go to 
America, and they bitterly resent the 
provisions of the Japanese which pre- 
vent their leaving the country. They 
are not allowed to sail for the United 
States from any of the Korean ports, 
and if they should go to China they 
would be kept from sailing to America 
via Shanghai. Some of the people 
want to go just because they cannot. 
One such came to one of our mission- 
aries the other day and asked him to 
arrange some way for him to get out 
of the country. He said: “It is the 
strangest thing that I never wanted 
to visit America before, but now that 
I cannot go I am crazy to go.” 

I believe this policy is a mistake on 
the part of the Japanese. They should 
allow the Koreans to go where they 
please and tell them they will aid them 
in getting away. The probability is 
that a very few might migrate, but 
the masses would appreciate the fair- 
ness of such a method and it would 
make them more friendly to Japan. 

The missionaries say that the Ko- 
reans are much like children ang they 
judge such matters for themselves. 
They are kindly disposed to foreigners 
and never call them “Jesus devils” and 
“foreign devils,” as do the Chinese. 
They have always been friendly to us, 
and it was a great bliow when our 
minister was the first of al) the foreign 
diplomats to be called away. The 
general opinion is that it was also a 
blunder to take away Dr. Allen as the 
Amefican representative in Korea. He 
was the dean of the corps, and he had 
more influence among the people than 
any foreigner who has ever come to 
Korea. The Japanese made a mistake 
in antagonizing him.

servants of foreigners have been 
treated by the Japanese coolies. 
Money Sharks and Land Grabbers. 
It is from this element that the so- 
called outrages of the Japanese upon 
the Koreans come, and at present the 
situation is such that it is difficult 
to hold it in check. The Koreans are 
simple, and a Japanese will loan money 
to them on their houses and lands on 
condition that he is to have the prop- 
erty if the debt is not paid. These 
loans are at high rates of interest, 
such as have always been common in 
Korea. I hear of mortgages at 10 per 
cent a month, and about the lowest 
rate charged by any one outside the 
banks is 24 per cent yearly. Such 
terest rates soon eat up the property, 
and it goes into the hands of the 
Japanese. In the past the lWKoreans 
have been loaning money to their fel- 
lows on condition that the property 
should be given up without sale in 
case the loans were not paid. By the 
new laws of the Japanese this is for- 
bidden, and sales must be mage, the 
surplus over the debt going back to 
the debtor and the creditor getting 
only the amount of his loan and the 
interest accrued. 
do not know of this new law, and an 
unscrupulous creditor can often take 
a $10,000 property for a loan of $5,000 
or less if the man cannot raise the 
money in cash at the time it is due. 
I understand that Korea is overrun 
with money lenders just now, and that 
much of the town property has already 
been mortgaged. It is estimated that 
at least 50 per cent of the houses of 
Seoul and other Korean cities are so 


incumbered, One of the Korean papers, 
estimates the mortgages of Seoul at 


80 per cent, and states that the Jap- 
anese go about and offer to make loans 
to any of the property owners who 
are willing to take them. ‘this prop- 
osition is most attractive to the sim- 
ple Korean. He borrows without 
thinking how he shall meet his debt 
when due. The interest accumulates 
and he toses his property. Indeed, the 
prospect is that the best Korean lands 
and houses will find their way into 
the hands of Japanese through methods 


like these.

Alumni Hall, University of Georgia, Athens.. Model of Building Accepted Last Week by the Trustees.

Athens, G. e 19,—(Special.)—-The 
new alumni building of the University 
of Georgia will crown that picturesque 
old site, Lucas Hill, 

It meets a call of the practical: of 
sentiment, and of love, and already the 
alumni of the university, the faculty, 
the student body and patriotic citizens 
are interested in the plans of the 
building, its aims anda purposes, and 
its artistic relation to the beauty of 
the greater university as a whole. 

For a long time there has been felt 
the need of a building where the ath- 
letic activities of the university might 
have broader scope under expert direc- 
tion, and where there might be in con- 
nection, a normal, well-regulated 6o0- 
cial life. The alumni realized this, 
when several years ago they decided 
to make their buiiding one to fill the 
two-fold purpose of rational athletics 
and a Christian socfal life. 

Subsequently there was 
the i@ea of the “greater university 
plan,” inspired‘by the words of the 
late beloved chancellor, Walter B. Hill, 
and through the affectionate interest 
of his friend, George Foster Peabody, 
transmitted to picture and landscape 
form by the celebrated artist, Charles 
W. Leavitt. 

As is generally known, the money 
for the new building has been colleet- 
ed from the members of the alumni, 
from patriotic Georgians-at-large, 
while $25,000 of the amount has been 
contributed by and through the inter-. 
est of one individual. To make the 
building worthy its several purpases, 
more money will be needed, and doubt- 
less generously contributed. 

Already $65,000 has been contributed, 
in all, toward the building of which 
every dollar is in hand or out under 
immediately convertible loans. 

In scope and equipment, the building 
will rank with the finest of its kind in 
the country. The Young Men's Chrie- 
tian Association have been invited to 
establish their work in the new build- 
ing, which will have ample facilities 
for social activities.

“The Christian sentiment of the peo- 
ple of Georgia should have full oppor- 
tunity for a free and unconfined ex- 
pression of its life and practice in the 
midst of the life and activity of the 
student body and the faculty, who are 
so highly privileged as to train these 
citizens as to the facts and responsi- 
bilities of life. 

“The Christian alumni, as well as

Illustrative of the interest and senti- 
ment manifested in this particular 
building come the announcement at 
the alumni banquet Tuesday that a 
jewel had been given through a friend 
of the university, this jewel valued at 
$15,000 ani its equivalent in money 
to g° toward the swimming pool. 
The building and pure translucence 
of the jewel which have given its 
owner much aestheti¢ pleasure will 
be transforméd into the brightness and 
purity of the cool, clear water bring- 
ing health and joy to the sons of 
Georgia, these sons whose mothers 
might exclaim with Cornelia, the 
mother of the Gracchi:

' WELLINGTON AVENUE, ALDERSHOT, ~~ 
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London, June 19.—Imagine a town 
with a population as large as Dallas, 
Tex.. or Lincoln, Neb., in which 
is no meyor and no civil organization. 
no police, no tax collectors and no civil 
courts, no street cleaning department 
arid fo department of public works, and 
which is, probably, the best organized 
and best governed city in the world. 
Such is Aldershot “camp,” the chief 
military station of the British empire 
and the largest permanent settlement 
of its kind in the world. 

The word “camp” is a misnomer. It 
dates from the days when there really 
was a camp on Aldershot plain, and the 
men lived under canvas, waiting to be 
Sent abroad or to be disbanded on their 
return from a foreign war. Now it is 
a town of splendid and permanent build- 
ings, where the British soldier lives 
and is. cared for in a style which is only 
equaled by the best clubs and the best 
hotels of London. 

Alershot is a wonder town. It lies 
about 35 miles south of London, :on a 
high. plateau stretching for a dozen 
milés in each direction, and the “camp,” 
as Wistinguished from Aldershot “town,” 
which’ is just as old world and sleepy 
as it- was before the camp was estab- 
lished, stretches for about 3 miles in one 
direction and a mile in another. All this 
area is covered with permanent Duild- 
ings, in which the soldiers of the emoire 
are housed. fed, amused, nursed in sick- 
ness and preached to on Sundays, and 
in which a great part of the administra- 
tion of.the British army, all over the 
world, is carried on.

The government 
provides him with an Anglican, a Pres- 
byterian and a Roman Catholic church 
and pays a chaplain for each. [If the 
soldier cannot find the brand of _ re- 
ligion to suit him at one of these he 
may Obtain permission to attend a 
chapel in Aldershot town. 

Before leaving the enbject of marriage 

should be said that there is noth- 
ing to prevent a man marrying ‘off the 
strength’’ if he so desires. In that case; 
however, his wife is not admitted to 
camp, and he must maintain her out of 
his pay, or, ag usually happens in such 
cases, she must maintain herself. 

When a vacancy occure on the 
strength the soldier who ts already 
married may apply for it, and if he can 
Satisfy his colonel that his wife is in 
no way undesirable ag a member of the 
military community, he stands as good 
a chance ase the bachelor soldier who 
is contemplating marriage. 

It spedks well for the administration 
of Aldershot that it is the healtbiest 
military station inthe whole empire. 
Of course the situation is exceptionally 
favorable, but even that does not 
wholly account for the life of compara- 
tive idleness which the doctors and 
nurses at the splendid Cambridge hos- 
pital lead. The doctors, naturally, are 
medical officers in the army, but it may 
not be generally known that the nurses 
are also officers. The ordinary ward 
nurse ranks as a jjeutenant, the “sis- 
ter,”” or nurse in charge of a ward, is 
a captain, and the matron of a hospital 
is &@ major. The matron-in-chief at 
the war office ranks as a general. 

Ne Liquor Saloons. 

Another reason for the excellent 
health of the men is probably the fact 
that there is not a public liquor: saloon 
in the camp. Each regiment has its

canteen, of course, but very little spirits 
is sold. Beer jis the article chiefly con- 
sumed, and the canteen keeper must 
keep a strict watch on his customers. 
Any tendency to excess -is at once 
checked, for, if any disorder takes 
Place in the canteen both the keeper 
and the disturber are severely dealt 
with. Attached to each canteen is a 
small ‘vaudeville theater, where free 
performances are given every night for 
the men.

Washington, June 1&—The senate 
today covered a multitude of subjects

Senator Aldrich, from the committee 
on finance, brought in the committee's 
amendment to the wood pulp para- 
graph, which proved to be a provision 
for doubling the duty on wood pulp 
coming from countries which under- 
take to prohibit the exportation of 
logs to this country. Senator Bever- 
idge presented an amendment for the 
cutting in two of the house ad valorem 
duty on cash registers. Mr. Aldrich 
also presented the finance committee's 
hide provision. 

All these measures were brought to 
the attention of the senate at different 
times during the days but so far as the 
action of the senate was concerned, 
were left at the close of‘the day 
where they stood at the beginning. 
The wood pulp amendment was recog 
nized as an effort to retaliate upon 
Canada because of that country’s ef- 
fort to prevent the shipment of raw 
logs to the United States, and senators 
generally desired an opportunity to 
study the subject before voting upon it. 
Senator Burton made objection to en- 
tering upon the final consideration of 
the cash register question without 
giving the National Cash Register 
Company, whose headquarters are in 


Ohio, an opportunity to be heard. 
For Duty on Hides. | 

The hide amendment failed of final | 
consideration for the lack of time. It: 
was discussed at length and was still} 
under immediate consideration when | 
the senate adjourned. The commit- 
tee’s amendment takes hides from the 
free list and imposes an ed valorem 
duty of 15 per cent, which is the 
Dingley law. Senator Lodge spoke for 
nearly three hours in opposition to the 
provision and Senator Clapp briefly on 
the same line. 

Basing his objection to a dutyyon 
hides upon the claim that it would 
tend to perpetuate the beef trust, Sen- 
ator Clapp declared that his constit- 
uents were patriotic enough to give up 
any advantage they might reap in the 
possible higher price of hides in order 
to help destroy a trust. 

“How about the leather trust?” in- 
quired Senator Warren. Continuing, 
he said hefore the beef trust came into 
being hides were so cheap. that 
farmers could market them. Now, he 
added, hides bring a higher price and 
shoes are not higher in price. 

“If we can get two trusts by the 
ears and knock thelr heads together, 
I think that is the better way,” sug- 
gested Mr. Warren, who could see no 
advantage in placing hides on the free 
list to injure one trust while the other 
would thrive by the action 

Lodge Cries for Free Hides. 

Mr. Todge reviewed the history of 
the duty on hides and advanced areu- 
ments in favor of admitting hides free 
of duty. He said he would vote for 
free boots and shoes if the senate 
would agree to place paper on the free 
list with the pulp logs from which Itt 
is made, and to put lumber on the free 
list with sawed logs. Otherwise, he 
said, he would not vote to put the 
products of leather on the free list 
with hides.

London, June 19.—The meeting of 
the emperor of Russia and the emperor 
of Germany in Pitkipas bay, will be 
counterbalanced by the presence of a 
party of influential members of the 
Russian duma in England during the 
next fortnight and the visit to King 
Edward by the Russian emperor dur- 
ing the Cowes regatta. 

An elaborate program has been pre- 
pared for the entertainment of the 
Russian deputies, which includes a re- 
ception by the king, @ banquet by the 
Lord Mayor, a luncheon by the mem- 
bers of parliament, several dinners, 
visits to the universities and excur- 
sions to provincial cities. 

This delegation will be welcomed 
by every one, but it is not Hkely that 
there will be much enthusiasm over 
the visit of Emperor Nicholas. 

The time has not yet arrived when 
the Russian ruler, whem many Eng- 
lishmen still regard as a tyrant, can 
come to London without danger of in- 
sults. 

Czar Net Liked. 

The fact that the emperor's meeting 
with the king will take place at Cowés 
probably will save unpleasant inci- 
dents. As it is, the labor party is or- 
ganizing a meeting of protest to be 
held in Trafalgar square on July 18. 

James Keir Hardie, the socialist and 
independent member of parliament, at 
local demonstration at Durham to- 
day, bitterly denounced the govern- 
holding out the hand of 
to the emperor of Russia, 
he said, “is so loathed in this 
that he dare not set foot on 
soil. He would be hissed in 
continued Mr. Hardie, “if 
he appeared in public. 

“IT am. glad that the Russian Mo!- 
lusc, the emperor, will be 6 miles out 
of the danger zone when he comes to 
England. I would count it a disgrace 
to the traditions of this. country to 
introduce that loathsome person into 
our life. If the Russian emperor must 
be allowed to live, he must keep to 
his own shores.” 

Meeting of Czar and Kaiser. 

St. Petersburg, June 19.—The meet- 
ing of the Russian and Gérman mon- 
archs in Pitkipas bay has come to an 
end without producing any of the mo- 
mentous results predicted by foreign 
and Russian sentimentalists. It can be 
stated on high authority, both Rus- 
sian and German, that the general lines 
of tussian policy remain the same 
after as before the interview, and that 
Russia's position with regard to Great 
Britain is unghanged. The significance 
of the meeting is found principally in 
the reiteration of the assurance pre- 
viously expressed in the Russian offi- 
cial view that friendship for England 
does not involve a break in the good 
relations with Germany, and in the 
definite indication that Russia wil!) not 
be swept into anti-German policy, 
which was threatened strongly at sev- 
eral stages of the last Balkan crisis.

| LITTLE BUSINESS DONE 
IN STOCK MARKET 


Dealings Were Small and the 
Action of Prices Was 


Very Sluggish. 


New York, June 19.—Little vitality 
was shown by the stock market today, 
dealings being small and the action 
of prices sli ggish and hesitating. The 
week’s unsettlement, and the possible 
sequence, are too doubtful to encour- 
age confidence in operations in stocks. 
A factor in the hesitation was.the «<b> 
culation of reports that private bank- 
ing advices from Paris asserted that 
the French government has irrevocably 
decided not to sanction the listing of 
United States “Steel on the Paris 
bourse. The principal banking house 
associated in the project expressed its 
disbelief in this report and maintained 
its tone of hopefulness over the ulti- 
mate outcome of the project. The 
American Railway Assoclation’s com- 
mittee reported that an increase had 
occurred again in the number of idle 
freight cars in the country in the two 
weeks ending June 9, an addition for 
that period of 8,669 cars bringing the 
‘total to 277,659 of freight cars still re- 
maining idle. Repots of expanding 
railroad traffic continue to be re- 
ceived, The Financial Chronicle 
points out that the rising averages 
cf railroad earnings this year com- 
pare with heavily declining averages 
last year. Thus 97 per cent of the 
country’s mileage reporting this year 
for April shows an increase of $21,2‘p,- 
025 in gross earnings and of $12,531,- 
009 in net, ar ge with April last 
year. But in that month the coun- 
try’s railroad systems earned §456,000,- 
000 less gross and $161,000,000 less net 
than in April, 1907. The restoration

160,200, bringing the surplus above the 
25 per cent minimum to $28,431,225, the 
highest figure reported since January 
23 last. These changes are based on 
the actual condition of the banks as 
reported Saturday, the average state- 
ment having shown an increase of less 
than $1,506,000 in reserve. The sum- 
mary of state banks and trust com-

porting to the clearing house, revealed 
an increabe of $9,702,900 in loans, a 
gain of about $2,250,000 in cash and an 
increase of $14,634,300 in net deposits.

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ON CROP REPORTS 


Market at Close Showed Net 
Losses for the Day—Corn 
and Oats Weak. 


Chicago, June 19.—Wheat prices de- 
clined still further on the board of. 
trade today, as a result. of renewed 
selling, based on the favorable crop 
outlook in this country. At the close 
the net loss for the day was 5-8 to 
1. 3-8c. ‘Corn followed wheat, anc 
closed weak. Oats were easy, and 
provisions firm. 

Trade in the wheat pit was ratHer 
quiet, and the market was extreméiy 
heavy the greater part of the dey. 
Weather conditions. in this country 
and Canada were generally fayorable 
for the new crop, with the exception 
of sections of Manitoba, where § ex- 
cessive high temperatures were said to 
be injuring the young plant. Harvest- 
ing Was reported to have started in 
southern Illinois and Kansas, and the 
yields were said to have been ahead of 
expectations. The greatest selling 
pressure was in July delivery, and 
during the day that option declined 
1 5-8 from the high point of the ses- 
sion, selling off from $1.14 3-8 to 
$1.12 3-4. The market closed weak 
and only a trifle above the lowest 
point, with July at $1.13. 

The fresh slump in wheat was 
largely responsible for a weak tone 
manifested in the corn market all‘day, 
although the favorable weather for the 
new crop helped to depress the mar- 
ket. The local bears hammered the 
market vigorously, and _ the tired 
longs took profits. Buying was large- 
ly by cash interests. The market closed 
weak at declines of 1-4 to 1%, com- 
pared with yesterday's final figures. 

Oats were inclined to follow the 
course of other grain, but the market 
displayed relatively a firmer tone, and 
at the close prices were unchanged to 
1-8c lower, compared with the pre- 
vious final quotations. Crop reports 
were again of a bearish nature, ex- 
cepting a few from one locality in 
Illinois, where the crop was said to 
be infested with green bugs. 

Provisions were firm all day, 
though the market lost part of its 
strength, owing to the weakness of! 
grain. Hog receipts were 5,000 head 
less ‘than expected, and arrivals at 
other western packing centers were 
light. At the close pricés Were a

income tax and corporation tax ques- 
tions until the schedules are out of 
the way. At that time Mr. Bailey's 
amendment for an income tax and the 
committee substitute for it will be 
taken up and kept before the senate 
until they shall have been disposed of. 

Mr. Bailey again sought assurance 
that no motion would be made to refer 
the amendment to the committee, .but 
was met with a prompt response from 
Senator Heyburn, who declared that he 
would not agree to such a proposition. 
Mr. Heyburn added that he was op- 
posed to any income or corporation tax, 
“or any other subterfuge,” as a means 
of paying the expenses of the govern- 
ment. 

“I st{ll continue to march along the 
line of a high protective tariff,” he 
said, declaring that he would not go 
beyond the custom houses and the in- 
ternal revenue offices of the country 
to raise money for fhe government’s 
expenses. 

Senator Borah suggested to Mr. Ald- 
rich that the finance committee should 
not delay in bringing in its plan for 
a corporation tax. as considerable time 
would be required to dispose of it. 

Aldrich Speaks for Taft. 

“TIT may as well say now, as at any 
time,” replied the Rhode Island senator, 
“that the committee has requested the 
attorney general to prepare an amend- 
ment, and, under the direction of the 
president, he will do so, giving us, no 
doubt. a provision largely reflecting the 
views of the administration. As soon as 
it is considered by the committee, it 
will be reported to the senate, ana I 
hope that will not be later than next 
Monday morning.” 

Mr. Balley then suggested the irreg- 
ularity of the proceeding. 

“I understand,” he said, “that bills to
